Proposes Tax on Baby Carriages. 

At this moment Ald. Hey caused a diver- 
sion.

Its representatives objected to the tag being 
permanently fixed to the wagons and argued 
it should be displayed on the harnees of the 
team. The point made was that an owner 
might have two wagons and one team, and 
he would have to pay a double tax when he 
had only one wagon on the street. Finally 
this matter also Was passed over. 

So far the automobilists have not appeared, 
but they are expected when it cOmes to a 
discussion of rates for different; classes of 
vehicles. This will precipitate the real fight 

over the measure. 


City Caught. Conting nnd Going.

In place of a standard build- 
ing of twenty-six rooms, accommodating 
an average of 1,300 pupils, the new struc- 
tures will have, when completed, forty rooms,

The structures will be built in ‘three sec- 
tlons—e central section of twenty rooms, 
contaihing the assembly hall and all the 
other rooms necessary for a complete school 
equipment, and two wings of ten rooms 
each. The central section, in case, 
will be bullt first, and will be as a 
complete school building until increase in 
population makes the erection of one or both 
wings necessary. The average cost per room 
of the new ae aril be OA000 as ageinat 
$11,000 for the old

become assistant secretary of the treasury. 
Bui Mr. Hitchcock was left in his sub- 
ordinate position in the postoffice depart- 
ment. Soon thereafter he became closely 
idertified with various political movements, 
particularly in the southern states. 

It was said he was rounding up the post- 
masters for Taft, but it soon developed that 
he was prosecuting’ an alleged third term 
movement which, on the surface, was in- 
tended to force President Roosevelt to ac- 
cept reélection. 

About the same time reports began to ar- 
rive concerning activity in the same direc- 
tion of various agents of the treasury de- 
pertment, the most notable case being that 
of Internal Revenue Commissioner Capers. 
The connection between the two movements 
was not at first appdrent. Later on its was 
discovered that Hitchcock’s activity was in 
behaif neither of Taft nor Roosevelt, but 
of Cortelyou. Then evidence developed that 
Coinmissioner Capers and his asociates were 
moving in the same direttion. 


Hughes Boom Hurt in Home. 


Practically speaking, Mr. Cortelyou con- 
trolled both the treasury department and the 
postoffice department. ‘These two depart- 
ments are, by all odds, the most effective 
political machines in the goverment. 
Leaving Hitchcock in the postoffice depart- 
ment while Cortelyou went to the treasury 
seemed proof positive’ of an intention to 
coutrol both of these political engines. It 
was the activity of the subordinates of Cor- 
telyou and Hitchcock which annoyed the 
president, and caused him to wipe out all 
‘of the ambuscades by positively declining 
once more re#lection as president. 

In New York state, even more than in the 
gouth, the Cortelyou movement was uséd 
to blanket the aspirations of others. There 
‘je a strong political element in New York 
city centering about the custom house and | 
postoffice. In both of these institutions 
quiet hints constantly served out to 
the effect that dent Roosevelt had be- 
come convinced that Taft could not be nom- 
inated, and had determined to throw his 
full strength to Cortelyou. .. 

The result of this was to block the Hughes 
boom in its own home. : 

Cortelyou was a New York man. He made 
many friends and acquaintances while he 
was chairman of the national committee, and 
as secretary of the treasury he was ‘thrown 
in close contact with some of the most pow- 
erful financial institutions In Manhettan. 
He was known to be conservative, to a 
marked degree; and the monsy interests were 
inclined to take N up on that account. He 
had an active e, which was in good 
running order, while Hughes, to this day, has 
behind him nothing more — general pub- 
lie sentiment.

J. Herrick, representing Mr. Harriman, began 
his argument on the motion to dissolve the 
injunction. This order of the court ties up 
281,281 shares of Illinois Central stock 
owned by the Harriman faction, and unless 
a large block of it is released Mr. Fish will 
be victorious. * 

Mr. Herrick cited many authorities sup- 
porting his contention that as Mr. Fish had 
repeatedly voted the stock of the Railroad 
Securities company, a Harriman concern 
holding 80,000 shares, he cannot now in a 
court of equity prevent a similar action by 
his opponents. It is contended also by the 
defense that the Illinois state law does not 
prevent a holding company from owning and 
voting stock in another corporation.

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But Examiner Bosworth, Gov- 
ernment’s Star, Considers 
Securities Valueless. 


HE TELIS A DARK TALE. 


Describes Failure of Chicago Na- 
tional After Warnings Had 
Been Ignored. . 


U e 

National Bank Examiner Charles H. Ros- 
worth, star witness for the government in 
the trial of John R. Walsh, told the story 
of the failure of the Chicago National bank 
in Judge Ande 8 courtroom yesterday. 

After Mr. Bosworth had told of his three 
examinations of the bank and the complaints 
that were made to the directors of the bank 
by the controller of the currency, on the na- 
ture of the Walsh loans and securities, the 
bank examiner proceeded to set at rest a 
rumor that has been current. It related 
to the shifting of the securities from one 
Walsb institution to another whenever the 
needs of any special examination by the au- 
thorities made it necessary to cover up 
the shortages. 

The government had br 
direct examination that Dec. 9, 1905, shortly 
before the bank was forced to close, a joint 
examination by the state and national bank 
examiners had been arranged for. The im- 
pression was left that it was only by such an 
examination that the bank was caught final- 
ly. Attorney John 8. Miller came quickly 
to this point in the cross examination. He 
asked: 

“Tt was found, was it not, that the Chi- 
cago National bank had in its vaults and 
submitted to you only the securities belonging 
to itself?“ 

„es, sir, that ie true.“ 

„% You found no shifting whatever?’ 

“ No, Sir.“ 

Tells of Examinations. 

Mr. Bosworth took the stand at 2:80 o’clock 
in the afternoon and kept it the rest of the 
session. His first examination of the Chi- 
cago National bank was made Nov, 26. 1904. 

“A few minutes‘ before I entered the 
bank,” said the witness, “ Mr. Walsh told 
me the bank was all right with the exception 
ot some memorandum notes. He told me not 
to be worried about these notes, as certain 
matters were carried that way so the bank 
could make reports to the clearing house 
association without disclosing the real con- 
dition of affairs. He said the corporations 
upon which the loans were based were doing 
well. 

„The second examination was made June 
16, 1905. The controller had directed me to 
get an explanation of these loans. I told 
Mr. Walsh the controller would take up the 
matter with the directors of the bank unless 
something was done.. Walsh said to that: 

% Don't let him do that.’ 

„% I showed Mr. Walsh the items in the 
bank’s assets that complaint had been. made 
about. He was apologetic and explanatory. 
On looking the bank over, I found things in 
substantially the same condition as on my 
first examination. I finally asked Mr. Walsh 
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bstantially the same as before.” 

After this Mr. Bosworth communicated 
with Controller Ridgely and the controller 
came on from Washington, arriving Dec. 17. 
On the day before Mr. Bosworth had taken 
up the matter of the bank’s condition with 
J. B. Forgan and other clearing house bank- 
ers and Mr. Walsh. The next day and night. 
there was another. conf ce and at this 
time the other bankers to pay off the 

depositors and take the Walsh securities.

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When one reads “THE BROKEN ROAD,” 
by A. E. W. Mason, one almost is per- 
suaded that England takes a religious view 
of her East Indian responsibilities.

ITALIAN CITIES TOLD IN 


Molmenti’s Golden Age of Venice 
— Builders of Florence — The 


Works of Vittorio’s Carpaccio. 


HE second section of Molmenti’s 
„ VENICE,” comprising two volumes, 
has now ‘appeared and deals with 
“the golden ages —or, as one might 
well put it, with the age of gold and 
the age of tinsel. It will be remembered, per- 
haps, that the first section of this important 
history, Venice in the Middle Ages,” was 
reviewed in these columns not long since, 
and within a few months the concluding sec- 
tion, “The Decadence of Venice,“ will be 
sent out from the study of the translator, 
Horatio F. Brown, British archivist in Venice 
and author of In and Around Venice.” A. 
C. McClurg & Co. publish this work, to which 
they have given a superior appearance, em- 
ploying a revival of the Bodoni type. 
The style of Pompeo Molmenti is copious 
and elaborate. He approaches his subject 
with enjoyment and with a sense of perfect 
equipment. It does not occur to him that 
any incident, however trivial, which throws 
light upon the sub is negligible. If the 
debates of senators interest him, so does the 
trimming on a woman's petticoat. Hebrings 
both telescope and microscope to bear upon 
his investigation of that glittering time which 
included the earlier and the latter renais- 
sance—the splendid flame and the sudden 
embers of the revival of individualism. 

In contrast to the reserved and cautious 
style of our present day English writing his- 
torians, who keep to their specific themé 
with the scrupulosity of reporters for the 
dally press, the diffusiveness of Molmentl, 
his moods, contrast, whimsicality, humor, 
and eloquence, is as that of a great tapestry 
beside a pieced bed quilt. He is not afraid 
of transcending his limits. He sets, indeed, 
no bounds for himself, but relates for an 
audience which he presupposes to be inter- 
ested the complex story of Venice. Now the 
telling means great history; now it means 
gossip—but nothing, as every one knows, is 
more interesting. 

It seems a pity that since the book purports 
to be a translation, nearly a fifth of it—and 
much that is most significant—should be left 
in the original tongue. This presupposes too 
much linguistic facility on the part of the 
average reader. 


“THE OLD VENETIAN PALACES AND 
OLD VENETIAN FOLK,” by Thomas Okey, 


is calculated to acquaipt the reader intimate- 


ly with the present appearance and the 
history of all that is most sforied and curious 
in the city.of the sea. Mr. Okey has turned 
hig trained serutiny upon the palaces, and 


gold, ts typographically charming, and is 
illustrated with exquisite reproductions of 
pen and ink drawings by Herbert Railton. 
It is interesting to note the differences of 
what may be termed the intellectual essence 
of Florence and Venice.

more direct and enduring appeal to Anglo- 


Saxon sympathies than the more objective, 


and intellectual attitude of Venice toward: 
life. in general and ‘her own destiny in par- 
ticular. 

Mr. Brown has considered all phases of 
his subject—the historical, political, religious, 
social, intellectual, artistic, and arc ur- 
al, and it is in dealing with the two latter 
departments of his theme thet he is extraor- 
dinarily interesting—it may, indeed, be sur- 
mised that these are the subjects of his pret - 
erence. The consciousness which the author 
has of the Avatar of Florence, and his con- 
sistent presentation of it, has much to do 
with the sustained interest of the volume. 
He never forgets that it is Florence about 
which he ies writing, and he follows with 


a sort of passionate inquisitiveness through 


the world’s warp and woof of events the 
gie of her thread of dull gold. (A P. 
Dutton & Co.) 


Vittorio Carpaccio, the great quattrocento 
artist, the Iiteral transcriber and apprecia- 


tive contemporary of the age of gold, has 


deserved, no question, the appreciation which 
Pompeo Molmenti and the late Gustav Lud- 


| wig have offered in the huge volume entitled 


“THE LIFE AND WORKS OF VITTORIO 
CARPACCIO,” which has been translated 
by Robert H. Hobart Cust. 

Carpaccio was one of those who shook the 
somnolent world—drugged with ecclesias- 
ticism—into conscious life. If ecclesiasticism 
was with him also the moving power, it was 
because he, as well as lesser men, could not 
avoid being the heir to the centuries. But 
even the mysteries and miracles were trans- 
lated by him in terms of nalve realism, and 
his Birth of the Virgin is a quite com- 
plete transcription of the ceremonial lying-in

GRAIN TRADE FEARS NEW LAW 


Congress Likely to Forbid All 
Speculation in Futures. 


BILL BEFORE 
Board of Trade Directors to Meet Soon 
and Enter a Protest. 


THE HOUSE. 


Beard of Trade men were much excited 
yesterday by reports from Washington that a 
bill recently introduced by Representative 


| A. 3. Burleson, making it illegal to trade in 


futures, either grain or cotton, was likely 
to become a law. 

It was stated that the bill, which is said 
to be similar to the stringent anti-option 
trading laws passed by some of the southern 
states, has been promised the support of a 
majority of the members of the house, and 
that assurances 
senate would pass the measure. 

According to the synopsis of the bill re. 
ceived here, if passed it would legislate out 
of business a large proportion of the firms 
carrying on speculative operations on the 
Chicago board of trdde, as well as other 
grain and cotton exchanges. 

Officials of the board were chary of ex- 
preesing ah opinion in regard to the meas- 
ure, owing to their unfamiliarity with the 
provisions of the bill. The directors, how- 
ever, will keep close track of the matter.

To Defer Ice Dividend. 


It is understood that directors of the Knick- 
erbocker Ice company at their meeting in 
New York on Wednesday will defer the semi!- 
annual dividend of 3 per cent on the preferred 
stock, due on Jan. 1. The dividend is not to 
be passed, but, owing to present financial 
conditions, to be deferred. It may be re- 
called that owing to court decisions the last 
semi-annual dividend, ot on July 1, was not 
paid until October.

economy. 
Railroad Earnings. 


Union and Southern Pacific earnings for 
October were issued yesterday, and each 
showed a decrease in net, although the in- 
crease in gross was small. Concerning the 
merease in operating expenses of Union Pa- 
cific it was announced that $450,000 was for 
maintenance of way, structure, and equip- 
ment.
